Implementation  schedule 

SURVEY  FOR  PROVINCIAL 
PROGRAMS  OF  STUDY 

In  October  1997,  we  asked  superintendents  to 
provide  comments  on  a proposed 
implementation  schedule  for  school  programs. 
In  general,  respondents  said  that  the  timelines 
in  the  proposed  schedule  were  appropriate,  but 
they  expressed  concerns  about  the  demands 
placed  on  school  authorities  and  schools  when 
programs  change. 

During  the  past  few  months,  department  staff 
have  had  many  opportunities  to  meet  with 
school  systems  and  schools.  A substantial 
number  of  people  continue  to  express  concern 
that  school  programs  are  changing  too  quickly 
and  that  this  creates  unrealistic  demands  on

school  systems.  On  the  other  hand,  some 
Albertans  are  asking  us  to  update  programs  like 
fine  arts. 

We  are  again  seeking  input  on  this  issue.  A 
proposed  implementation  schedule  and  a 
survey  form  was  sent  to  superintendents  in 
January  1999  with  responses  requested  by 
February  12,  1999.  The  next  issue  of 
Connection  will  provide  a summary  of 
responses  received  from  school  systems.

S TUDENT  EVALUA  TION 
REGULATION 

The  Student  Evaluation  Regulation  has  been 
updated  and  revised.  This  is  a regulation  under 
the  School  Act,  formerly  Alberta  Regulation 
40/89,  and  now  169/98.  The  new  regulation 
has  been  distributed  to  superintendents  and 
principals.  Two  changes  may  be  of  particular 
interest  to  schools.  One  is  that  the  Director  of 
Student  Evaluation  may  make  directives  on 
eligibility  to  write  a provincial  examination;  the 
other  is  that  when  a student  is  evicted  from  an 
examination,  the  school  must  inform  the 
student  of  the  right  to  appeal,  within  seven 
days,  to  the  Director,  Student  Evaluation 
Branch.  Information  about  these  points  is 
included  in  the  General  Information  Bulletin: 
Diploma  Examinations  Program,  1998-99 
School  Year.  The  bulletin  also  includes,  as  an 
appendix,  a sample  appeal  form  that  a principal 
can  provide  to  a student.

Kindergarten  to  Grade  9 

An  evergreen  call  for  resources  went  out  to 
publishers  in  December  1998.  Submitted 
resources  are  scheduled  to  be  reviewed  at  the 
beginning  of  March  1999  by  teachers  from  the 
Western  Canadian  Protocol  jurisdictions.  New, 
approved  resources  are  scheduled  to  be 
authorized  in  the  spring  of  1999. 

Senior  High  School 

Implementation  of  Pure 
Mathematics  10-20-30  and  Applied 
Mathematics  10-20-30  in  Alberta  Schools 

All  schools  teaching  senior  high  school 
mathematics  in  English  started  offering  Pure 
Mathematics  10  in  September  1998;  and  many 
schools  are  offering  Applied  Mathematics  10 
as  well,  using  preprint  materials  from  the 
publisher  of  the  basic  resource  for  Applied 
Mathematics  10.  Teachers,  administrators  and 
parents  have  provided  feedback  to  Alberta 
Education,  based  on  their  experiences  with  this 
implementation. 

As  a result  of  this  feedback,  the  following  major 
issues  have  been  addressed: 

• the  need  for  clear  and  appropriate 
assessment  standards  for  Applied 
Mathematics  10  and  Pure  Mathematics  10 

• the  need  for  a clear  statement  of  expected 
prerequisites  for  Applied  Mathematics  10 
and  Pure  Mathematics  10 

• the  need  for  a Grade  9 equivalent  course  in 
mathematics  for  senior  high  school 
students 

• the  need  to  clarify  the  basis  for  student 
transfers  between  course  sequences. 

Alberta  Education’s  position  on  each  of  these 
issues  was  sent  to  junior  and  senior  high  school 
principals  and  superintendents  in  January  1999. 
The  provincial  position  was  provided  to  facilitate 
planning  over  the  coming  months.  The  Guide 
to  Education  for  the  1 999-2000  school  year  is 
being  revised  to  reflect  Alberta  Education’s 
position. 
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In  February  1999,  other  communications  were 
sent  to  schools  that  outlined  a second  year  of 
optional  implementation  for  Applied 
Mathematics  10.  Provincial  implementation  of 
this  course  is  now  scheduled  for  September 
2000. 

Standards  Response  Drafts 

Two  standards  response  drafts — Standards  for 
Applied  Mathematics  10  and  Standards  for 
Pure  Mathematics  10 — were  developed  in 
cooperation  with  classroom  teachers  and 
distributed  to  schools  in  January  1999. 

Information  Sessions 

Information  sessions  for  administrators, 
counsellors  and  mathematics  teachers  were 
held  in  February  1999.  These  sessions 
addressed  student  placement  and  transfer, 
as  well  as  the  standards  for  Applied 
Mathematics  10  and  Pure  Mathematics  10.
